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THE HILL ORE DEAL AND ITS 
EFFECT ON SOUTH. 


The announcement that the details of 
the lease of the Great Northern ore land 
by the United States Steel Corporation 
have been practically settled is in effect 
the announcement of the closing of a 
half-billion-dollar deal, since it is under- 
stood that the contract will call for the 
mining of this ore within a given period 
and at a royalty based on analysis re- 
ported by one paper at 85 cents asa mini- 
mum and from that up to $1.75 a ton on 
the highest grade of ore, which, count- 
ing the cost of delivery to the Lakes, 
will figure up largely over $500,000,000. 
This, the most gigantic financial deal, 
all things considered, since the organ- 
ization of the Steel Corporation itself, 
will have a very far-reaching effect. In 
the first place, it will vastly 
strengthen the United States Steel Cor-

poration in its possession of iron ores + ucts. 
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for 
years to come and practically beyond 
the danger of serious competition from 
independent Northern or Western iron

concerns, since none of them can secure 
in that section a sufficient quantity of 
ore to be a serious factor. Moreover, it 
that the Steel Corporation can 
hardly feel as safely intrenched as to 
its supply of ore as has been generally 
supposed, or it would not have been 
willing to pay such a heavy royalty if 
these reported figures be correct. The

announcement gives as the possible maxi- 
mum of ore to be controlled by the Steel 
Corporation as about 1,700,000,000 tons, 
which many think much too high, while 
all the independent companies combined 
are credited with not more than about 
15 per cent. as much. With a dozen or 
more very strong independent concerns 
of great wealth, such as the Jones & 
Laughlin of Pittsburg and many others 
of almost equal financial resources, un- 
able to make any material increase in 
their supply of Lake Superior ores, 
many must inevitably be more and more 
disposed to turn to the South as the 
source for future vast developments. 
With the South’s pre-eminent advan- 
tages, with its ability to produce iron 
and steel at a lower cost than any other 
section, with an ore supply rivalling in 
quantity that of the Lake Superior dis 
trict, the deal of the United States Steel 
Corporation by which it so nearly mo- 
nopolizes the Lake Superior ores and at 
a valuation far above what would have 
been considered possible a few years 
ago will result in an immense addition 
to the real value of the South’s ores. 
The MANUFACTURERS’ REcoRD, as re- 
peatedly stated, is not an alarmist on 
the ore supply, but if we grant that the 
total known ore resources of the United 
States are as much as 3,000,000,000 of 
tons, it is quite within bounds to esti- 
mate that this entire quantity will be 
exhausted within the next 30 or 40 
years. Our consumption of iron ores at 
present is nearly 50,000,000 tons a year. 
As the iron trade has doubled every 10 
years for the last half century the ac- 
celerating rate of consumption, even 
should the production of iron not con- 
tinue at such a tremendous rate of in- 
crease as in the past, will, nevertheless, 
advance so rapidly as to bring us within 
a very brief period of time to an annual 
consumption of 100,000,000 tons of ore. 
At such a rate the entire known ore sup- 
ply of the country would be exhausted 
in 30 years. Believing that nature has 
provided the materials on which to con- 
tinue the expansion of civilization, and 
as civilization is practically based on 
and steel, the MANUFACTURERS’

in this country will be found new 
sources of supply, and that the low- 
grade ores not considered valuable to- 
day will in time become relatively as 
valuable as the high-grade ores are now.

There must be some good iron proper- 
ties in the South not yet well known 
or exploited, and every State should 


have a geological survey which will 
thoroughly investigate every iron-ore 
region, for iron is indeed king.

IMMIGRATION TO THE SOUTH. 

A “diversified farming special train” 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, with 
Capt. J. F. Merry of Manchester, Iowa, 
its general. immigration agent, in 
charge, is making this week its trip of 
12 days through Mississippi and Louis- 
iana for the benefit of the farmers and 
planters of those two States. The train 
is made up of a sleeping-car, a dining- 
car, two coaches and a baggage car, the 
sleeper accommodating the speakers, 
who will include representatives of the 
immigration and agricultural energies 
of Louisiana and Mississippi, the diner 
furnishing their meals and the two 
coaches being fitted up to be used as 
auditoriums at the small towns, nearly 
100 in number, where stops will be 
made, All the expenses of the trip will 
be met by the Illinois Central Railroad 
Co., which regards the undertaking as 
merely one of the many activities it has 
maintained for many years in its work 
for immigration te the South, the domi- 
nating principle seeming to be to show 
as much interest in the welfare of com- 
munities to which settlers have come 
as in the settlers before they were in- 
duced to move to the South. 

At Paducah, Ky., under the auspices 
of the Commercial Club of that city, 
there is to be held this week a meeting 
for the purpose of securing the co- 
operation of all citizens of eight con- 
tiguous counties in securing a large 
number of desirable immigrants to set- 
tle on the vacant lands in that part of 
Kentucky as farmers, 
stock-raisers and truck-growers. At 
least 500 men are expected to attend 
the acquainted with 
opportunities and conditions, may be 
able to formulate a definite practical 
policy that may bring good results. 

Charleston, S. C., is preparing to 
welcome in the last week of the month 
500 immigrants, principally Germans, 
Belgians and Hollanders, expected to 
arrive by the steamship Wittekind of 
the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Co., which will sail from Bremen Octo- 
ber 19, in the possibility of making the 
trip in a permanent service be- 
tween the two ports. Mr. E. J. Watson, 
State Commissioner of Immigration 
for South Carolina, who has spent some 
weeks abroad in the interest of his de- 
partment, and who has been influential 
in bringing about this trip, points out

Railroads of the South 
touching Charleston have been asked to 
co-operate, and in this connection it 
may be well to recall that a number of 
years ago, in similar co-operation which 
resulted in the regular North German 
Lloyd Steamship service between Bal- 
timore and Bremen, making the steam- 
ship line and the railroad line practi- 
cally one in operation as far as through 
freight and passengers were concerned, 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co., we 
believe, undertook to assume for a con- 
siderable period any loss that might be 
made. 

Mention is made of these contempo- 
rary movements for the purpose of in- 
dicating the correct policy that may be 
depended upon to induce the right sort 
of immigration in ever-increasing vol- 
ume to the South. The keynote is indi- 
vidual, corporate, co-operative or com- 
munity effort in knowledge of what is 
wanted in the matter of immigration 
and of the sources from which that im- 
migration may be expected to flow, in 
liberal provision for direct missionary 
work upon individual immigrants and 
in determination to give them such a 
warm welcome and such liberal treat- 
ment that they shall become the most 
efficient immigration agents. 

The task is a mighty one, appealing 
to the best energies of the South. It 
ealls for practical man-to-man talk 
with sought-for immigrants by repre- 
sentatives of separate States, of rail- 
road companies, of local associations 
who know what they want, or of groups 
of manufacturers or farmers, and for 
the circulation in productive channels 
of the right sort of literature. It calls 
for no hot-air “oratory,” to which no 
attention is paid practically, save in 
the home town of the orator, provided 
he has furnished an advance copy of 
his oration. The task can only be em- 
barrassed, if its end be not frustrated, 
by the wind-jamming and resoluting of 
au “Southern” conference, convention, 
congress or parliament seizing upon im- 
migration as upon any other subject 
in the public mind as a pretext for a 
gathering representative of little beside 
ability to pay one’s round-trip fare to 
the meeting-place and having in its out- 
come absolutely no weight with men of 
affairs of the South.

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GROWTH OF COTTON MILLS IN 
ENGLAND AS A SPUR TO 
THE SOUTH. 

That Manchester is rapidly expand- 
ing its textile interests is strikingly 
shown in the well-known Tattersall cir- 
cular giving the list of new mills re- 
cently completed and those now under 
construction in the Lancashire district. 
This list shows that mills recently com- 
pleted with an aggregate of 1,310,000 
spindles and mills under construction 
with 1,650,000 spindles will use Egyp- 
tian cotton, while to use American cot- 
ton there have been completed within 
the last few months mills with 1,101,- 
000 spindles, to which should be added 
517,000 spindles which have gotten 
practically to work, and there are now 
in course of erection mills for Ameri- 
can cotton to have 2,083,000 spindles. 
The total shows 32 mills with an aggre- 








gate of 2,967,356 spindles for Egyptian 
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yarns and 46 mills with a total of 
3,701,000 for American yarns. In the 
list of these new mills to use American 
cotton there is only one as small as 
20,000 spindles, another of 22,000 spin- 
dies, and two of 25,000 spindles each. 
The others run from about 40,000 or 
50,000 spindles up to 120,000 spindles. 
In this list there are 20 mills of 100,000 
spindles and over. Here is a total of 
78 mills with an aggregate of 6,668,000 
spindles recently completed or now 
under construction in Lancashire, or 
wn aggregate of spindles more than two- 
thirds as great as the total number in 
the Southern States. The number of 
spindles which are being added in the 
Lincashire district exclusively for 
American cotton is more than one-third 
as great as the total number of spin- 
dies in all the cotton mills of the South. 
These facts strikingly emphasize the 
enormous expansion of the textile in- 
anstry in Europe. 

We talk about the development of 
cotton manufacturing in the South, and 
it is truly a marvelous growth when all 
things are considered, but in one year 
Manchester adds to its spindles for our 
cotton mere than one-third as many as 
the South has after 20 years of what 
we regard as great textile-building ac- 
And yet we hear Southern peo- 
ple not familiar with the conditions 
occasionally expressing the fear that 
the cotton-mill business in the South 
will be overdone and that surely there 
can be no room for more mills. As a 
matter of fact, given the labor to oper- 
ate the mills, there is practically no 
limit to the possible expansion of this 
industry, for before the time comes 
when the South, even under the most 
favorable conditions, can consume as 
much cotton as it now grows, the world 
will then be demanding of this section 
a crop of 25,000,000 or 30,000,000 bales 
a year. Though cotton manufacturing 
has not been expanding with quite the 
same marvelous activity as iron and 
steel and cement, yet its growth is of a 
character to insure an increase in fu- 
ture years commensurate with the ever- 
expanding industry and wealth of the 
entire world. As the South holds the 
vantage-ground in a practical monopoly 
of the world’s cotton production, 
so it should in time hold the same 
ground in its practical monopoly of the 
world’s cotton manufacturing.

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OIL MILLS AND ALCOHOL. 


A statement going the rounds of 
the daily press that officials of the 
Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation believe that next year there 
will be a large movement among the 
cottonseed-oil mills for the making of 
alcohol, to be denatured for industrial 
purposes, suggests that, possibly, pro- 
jectors, of the movement have over- 
looked an essential provision of the 
new law as it passed the Senate, and 
are acting upon the presumption justi- 
fied by the intent of the great mass of 
individuals who favored at the outset 
the movement looking to a greater sup- 
ply of cheap alcohol. The special pro- 
vision of the law is as follows: 

Provided said alcohol shall have been 
mixed in the presence and under the direc- 
tion of an authorized government officer, 
after withdrawal from the distillery ware- 
house, with methyl alcohol or other dena- 
turing material or materials, or admixture 
of the same, suitable to the use for which 
the alcohol is withdrawn, but which destroys 
its character as a beverage and renders it 
unfit for liquid medicinal purposes; such 
denaturing to be done upon the application 
of any registered distillery in denaturing 
bonded warehouses specially designated or 
set aside for denaturing purposes only, and 
under conditions prescribed by the Commis- 





sioner of Internal Revenue with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

It is obvious that the law, as amend- 
ed, contemplates the denaturing of 
alcohol only in a specially designated 
bonded warehouse in connection witli q 
registered distillery where the alcohol 
shall be made. That is a _ perfectly 
proper provision if it be not construed 
into a limitation of the number of dis- 
tilleries for the manufacture of alco- 
hol and if, under it, facilities be cre. 
ated for giving cottonseed-oil mills or 
other plants not exclusively engaged in 
distilling the standing of distilleries 
when they are engaged in the manufac- 
ture of alcohol for denaturing. It is 
believed that it is quite possible to cre- 
ate such facilities and to expedite the 
establishment of many co-operative 
distilleries in the farming section, pro- 
viding the means not only for a vast 
addition of cheap material and cheap 
fuel for the arts and manufactures, but 
also cheap material for light, heat and 
power in farming communities, giving 
au tremendous impetus to the manufac- 
ture of labor-saving machinery and de- 
vices for the farm and the home, and 
doing much thereby toward solving an 
ever-pressing labor problem. 

Under the spur of the passage of the 
act relieving from the internal-revenue 
tax and thus greatly cheapening de- 
natured alcohol, a great deal of in- 
teresting information is being pub- 
lished about potatoes, cornstalks, cas- 
sava, sugar beets, the waste of sugar 
mills and other agricultural products 
as sources of alcohol. Such publica- 
tion is of little practical value if the 
act shall be so administered as not only 
to limit the opportunities for the use 
of such material to interests already 
dominating the manufacture of alcohol, 
but even to make easy the consolidation 
of such interests. Cheap alcohol under 
the denaturing act is likely to be as- 
sured only in freedom for the establish- 
ment of comparatively small alcohol 
plants in widely-separated parts of the 
country. 

FOR VIRGINIA. 

Governor Swanson of Virginia has rea- 
son to congratulate himself upon his act 
in sending to Europe, as an official repre- 
senting Virginia, Hon. G. W. Koiner, 
State Commissioner of Agriculture. Nat- 
urally the official character of the visit 
made in the interest of immigration to 
Virginia made a better impression abroad 
than could have been expected from the 
visit of a private individual, and there is 
reason to believe that gratifying results 
will appear in the hastening of the devel- 
opment of Virginia, in which Governor 
Swanson has shown a deep and practical 
interest since his inauguration. 





It is well known that there is a great 
deal of competition at present abroad for 
good immigrants, and Commissioner 
Koiner is naturally disinclined to publish 
the details of the plans he has made for the 
attraction of desirable settlers to Virginia. 
It may be stated, however, that the plans 
ignore the riff-raff of the cities which some 
European countries would gladly be rid 
of, but contemplate a campaign disabusing 
the minds of Europeans of false impres- 
sions about the South, reflecting earlier 
misrepresentations by Western immigra- 
tion agents and giving positive and defi- 
nite information about the advantages of 
Virginia for good farm labor, farm tenants 
and homeseekers generally. In certain 
European countries it is impossible for 
laboring man, no matter how faithful and 
efficient he may be, ever to own a farm 
of his own, and thousands of laboring men 
have but a meager income, in spite of their 
hard work. It is to this class that the

THE COTTON MOVEMENT. 

In his report for September 28 Col. 
Henry G. Hester, secretary of the New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange, shows that the

This exposes in the east channel 
about three-quarters of a mile of bare river 
bed with the exception of about 2,000,000 
gallons of water enclosed in a deep fissure, 
which is being pumped out by two 20-inch 
and two 10-inch centrifugal pumps, which 
have a combined capacity of 25,000 gallons 
of water per minute.

Preparation of the river bed 
for the foundation of the main dam at a

THE BIRMINGHAM DISTRICT. 


Need for a Greater Output of Ore, 
Limestone and Coke. 
[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 
Birmingham, Ala., October 1. 

The iron market in Alabama during the 
past week was not as active as during the 
four weeks previous. Incessant rains and 
wind storm for three days in the industrial 
regions of the State interfered with the 
outside work at mines-and quarries and 
damaged the roadbed of the transportation 
facilities, all having a tendency to inter- 
rupt somewhat the steady production of 
pig-iron. Then the furnace companies in 
this State are not in a position to sell 
much, if any, immediate delivery iron, no 
matter how strong the quotations, and 
there is a littie hold-up in the demand for 
1907 iron. An estimate of the sales al- 
ready made for delivery next year indicate 
that something like 50 per cent. of the 
probable make during the first quarter of 
the year has already been placed. There 
is a fairly good inquiry being received here 
from steady consumers, and the belief is 
expressed that before the end of the year 
there will have been some splendid orders 
taken in for iron not only during the first, 
but through the second quarter of the year. 
Considerable attention is yet being given 
to the raw material supplies in this section 
of the country. There is need for a larger 
output of ore, limestone and coke. The 
preparations that are being made and well 
in hand indicate that the intentions in 
that direction are good. The furnaces are 
earrying from 36 to 48 hours’ supplies of 
ore and coke, and it is figured out that this 
must be bettered to avoid trouble as that 
Efforts 


are to be made to produce enough of the 


experienced during the past week. 


raw material to last from 60 to 80 hours 
ahead of the production of the furnaces if 
possible. Announcement is made that a 
number of deals have been consummated 
for ore and limestone properties, among 
the latest being mentioned that of the pur- 
chase of the properties of the Birmingham 
Mining Co. by C. E. Buek of the Southern 
Steel Co. Negotiations are said to be on 
for other properties, the purpose being to 
increase the raw material supplies. 

There is no spot iron to be had in this 
district, that is, for delivery within 60 
days, save in low grades, and even this 
is reported as selling nicely. Some orders 
at high prices have recently been accepted 
for delivery during the last month of the 
year. The quotations given for iron, de- 
livery during the first three months of the 
coming year, vary between $15.25 and $16 
per ton. 

Despite interruptions on account of in- 
clement weather, which disturbed outdoor 
labor and transportation facilities, the con- 
ditions at the steel plants, foundries, ma- 
chine shops, ‘cast-iron pipe works and other 
industries in the Birmingham district have 
been steady right along. Reports are made 
that the demand is healthy and good prices 
prevail.

Bessemer 
people are confident that the industry will 
be located, though nothing definite was 
given out by those who were making the 
investigations for the capitalists. A roll- 
ing mill was also spoken of. 





The Iron and Metal Trades. 
The Jron Age in its weekly review says: 
“The pig-iron market has made further 

progress upward, with no indications that 
the advance has reached its limit. Heavy 
buying of basic iron in the East is the 
feature, and fully 60,000 tons has been 
taken at $1 to $1.50 above the final prices 
in the July movement in Basic, when the 
total reached 250,000 tons. From 30,000 
to 40,000 tons of the recent purchases was 
for the first quarter of 1907, largely for 
delivery at Pencoyd, Pa. Further busi- 
ness for Eastern basic steel works is pend- 
ing. In foundry iron the situation shows 
increasing feverishness. The demand for 
early shipments continues on a scale indi- 
cating that many melters are failing to 
get sufficient iron from usual sources to 
meet their requirements. Prices paid in 
such cases are coming steadily nearer to 
the basis of 1902. Eastern iron is going 
to Central Western points and vice versa, 
and the high freights paid on these cross 
shipments are proof of an urgency that 
has not existed hitherto. Forge iron as 
well as foundry has advanced sharply on 
such sales. Only moderate buying is re- 
ported for next year. 

“More is heard of negotiations for im- 
ports, both of Scotch and Middlesboro 
irons, and further shipments of British 
low-phosphorus iron are on the way. It 
is questionable if foreign shipments can 
be made promptly enough to be of great 
avail, and opinion is divided as to the later 
need of importations. 

“The United States Steel Corporation 
had 96% per cent. of its blast furnaces in 
operation on October 1, tke four idle fur- 
naces being of less than the average ca- 
pacity. October is counted on to make a 
new record in the corporation’s pig-iron 
production. Significant of the judgment 
of the leading interest as to the duration 
of prosperity is the announcement that 
work will be started soon on three or four 
new blast furnaces in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, probably at the Duquesne and Do- 
nora plants. Thirty 50-ton open-hearth 
furnaces will be built, chiefly in the Pitts- 
burg district and probably in part in the 
Cleveland district.”

A New Surface Condenser. 

Progressive managers of steam plants 
will be interested in an accompanying illus- 
tration presenting a view of a new surface 
condenser for exhaust steam at atmos- 
pheric pressure, which was installed last 
spring at the ice plant of the Jacob Dold 
Packing Co. in Kansas City, Mo., by the 
Atmospheric Condensation Co. of that 
city. 

This condenser consists of a battery of 
four condensing flasks constructed of gal- 
| vanized sheet steel. Each flask is fitted 
with baffle plates, as shown in the sectional 
view, which bound a continuous fore and 
aft passage for the steam from bottom to 
top, while over each flask is an adjustable 
gutter accurately leveled to maintain the 
volume of circulating water over 
These gutters are sup

Bach 
flask is a complete condenser unit in itself,

The steam enters at a lower corner of 
each flask and follows the winding course

they are expelled into the atmosphere. The 
condensation water travels down the flask 
to the outlet at the bottom entirely free of 
all gaseous contamination.
